To  the  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long 
Eaton  U.D.C., 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  and  privilege  to  present  this,  mv  fifth  Annual 
Report. 

This  Report  is  unique  as  it  covers  the  closing  year  of  the  1950’s 
and  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  to  review  the  progress  made  in 
the  last  two  decades.  Statistics  can  help  us  in  this,  although  they 
cannot  fully  reflect  the  travail  and  anguish  of  former  years,  or  the 
joy  and  thankfulness  of  others.  Nevertheless,  I  have  drawn  up  a 
table  which  compares  in  some  respects  1939,  1949  and  1959.

It  will  he  noted  that  the  population  has  progressively  increased 
to  .■>  1 ,  1 20  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  correspondingly  to 
10,295  ;  the  Rateable  Value  and  product  of  the  Id.  Rate  arc  not  readily 
comparable  because  of  the  revaluation  of  property  and  industrial 
premises  in  1956.  Over  the  period  the  Birth  Rate  has  not  materially 
altered,  except  in  a  slightly  downward  direction.  However,  there 
is  a  striking  reduction  in  Infant  Mortality  which  is  worthy  of  note, 
as  also  is  the  recording  of  22  cases  of  diphtheria  in  1939,  compared 
with  none  in  1949  and  1959. 

The  Annual  Reports  in  respect  of  1939  and  1949  were  produced 
by  my  predecessor,  Dr.  J.  Moir,  who  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
lor  this  Authority  for  33  years  and  who  still  continues  to  undertake 
the  arduous  duties  of  general  practitioner,  is  on  the  Executive  Council 
and  a  keen  British  Medical  Association  representative. 

In  1949  he  emphasised,  amongst  other  things,  the  great  need  for 
houses  and  commented  :  “  At  the  present  rate  of  house  erection  the 
recent  applicants  will  not  get  a  house  before  ten  years  have  elapsed,” 
and  entered  a  plea  for  the  matter  to  be  given  priority. 

The  shortage  of  beds  in  sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of  pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  w  as  also  causing  great  concern  : —  “  There  are  virtually 
hundreds  of  cases  who  are  unable  to  get  hospital  treatment  and  so 
many  w  ill  be  beyond  recovery  ere  a  bed  becomes  available.  This  is  a 
sad  fact.”  . “  B.C.G.  is  under  consideration,  a  method  of  pro¬ 

phylaxis  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Chest  Physician.”  He 
further  commented  “  There  is  a  spirit  abroad  which  is  best  exemplified 
by  the  type  of  cliche — “  So  what!”,  “  I  couldn’t  care  less  ”,  “  You’ve 
had  it  ”.  He  also  urged  his  “  hardv  annual  ”  of  the  provision  of  amen¬ 
ities  at  Trent  Lock  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  and  standing  of  the 
town.  Further,  he  stated  a  perennial  truth  : —  “  The  breast  fed  baby 
is  a  satisfied  baby  in  more  ways  than  one  ”,  and  urged  that  it  be  en¬ 
couraged  by  midwives  in  the  town. 

What  a  transformation  has  taken  place  in  the  intervening  years’. 
The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  for  the  first  five  years  is 
almost  complete  ;  the  central  area  around  Brook  Street  is  ready  for 
re-development  ;  bungalows  for  the  elderly  are  being  erected  as  a 
greater  percentage  of  the  housing  programme.  This  has  been  ne¬ 
cessitated  by  the  fact  that  it  takes  the  old  people  approximately  five 
years  to  obtain  a  bungalow  from  the  time  of  registration.  We  can 
expect  the  percentage  of  elderly  in  the  population  to  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  in  the  years  ahead. 

The  Council  now  own  over  2,000  houses,  including  three  Group 
Schemes  for  the  Elderly  in  bungalows,  one  being  situated  at  Chantry 
Close  under  the  able  wardenship  of  Mrs.  Frith.  \\  ith  this  scheme 
there  is  also  a  Common  Room  and  community  facilities  are  available 
for  the  residents.  The  other  Group  Schemes  have  been  erected  on 
the  Draycott  Road  and  South  fields  Estates  and  Miss  Breakwell  and 
Mrs.  Roberts  have  been  appointed  wardens.  There  are  no  community 


facilities  or  room  available  in  connection  with  these  schemes  and  the 
old  people  are  expected  to  use  the  amenities  available  at  the  Com¬ 
munity  Hall,  Sawlcy.  In  addition,  bungalows  have  been  erected  in 
groups  on  other  Council  estates. 

Consideration  is  being  given  bv  the  Council  to  the  erection  of 
houses  for  sale,  priority  being  given  to  those  people  on  the  housing 
list  who  wish  to  participate  in  the  scheme.  The  housing  picture  is, 
therefore,  very  different  from  1949.  I  p  to  the  end  of  the  year  <S4 
Council  House  tenants  had  purchased  their  houses. 

The  T.B.  patient  is  no  longer  faced  with  a  long  wait  before 
admission  to  a  sanatorium  for  treatment.  In  fact,  many  such  estab¬ 
lishments  have  been  closed  throughout  the  countn  and  re-opened 
as  Children’s  Hospitals,  short-stav  Convalescent  Homes  and  accom¬ 
modation  for  general  medical  needs.  New  anti-biotics  have  revo¬ 
lutionised  the  treatment  and  prognosis  of  such  patients.  Preven¬ 
tative  measures  now  enable  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  all  contacts  in  the 
family,  where  it  is  considered  necessary  by  the  Ches  Physician.  This 
proceedure  is  also  av  ailable  for  all  13  year  old  pupils  attending  senior 
schools  in  the  town.  The  acceptance  rate  for  the  various  schools 
is  given  below  with  the  comparable  figures  tor  1958.

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  head  teachers  and  their  staffs,  and  also 
Dr.  M.  T.  Yass,  School  Medical  Officer  for  Long  Eaton  and  the 
Health  Visitors,  Miss  Leek,  Mrs.  Lewis  and  Miss  Parratt  for  their  help 
and  assistance  with  B.C.G.  vaccinations  and  also  poliomyelitis  im¬ 
munisations. 

Recently  I  attended  an  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  for  the  purpose  of 
poliomyelitis  immunisation,  and  on  specially  prepared  display  boards 
in  the  various  rooms  was  exhibited  some  very  clever  and  interestingly 
devised  educational  health  propaganda,  extolling  the  advantages  of 
breast  feeding.  This  should  be  fostered  by  all  workers  concerned 
with  expectant  mothers  and  in  obstetrical  practise. 

1  regret  to  state  there  is  no  progress  whatsoever  being  made 
towards  the  provision  of  anemities  and  boating  lake  at  Trent  Lock, 
as  yet! 

Finally,  what  of  the  spirit  abroad  at  the  present  time  ?  Is  it 
one  of  thankfulness  that  at  least  there  appears  to  be  hope  for  peace 
in  the  future,  or  is  it  one  of  uncertainty,  reflected  by  the  beatnik 
fashion  ?  Most  of  us  undoubtedly  hope  and  trust  that  the  first  of 
these  prevail  to  the  welcome  benefit  of  succeeding  generations. 
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I  would  like  to  lake  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  town  for  their  continuing  co-operation  and 
assistance  ; — also  the  dentists  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance 
in  continuing  to  operate  the  arrangements  for  Emergency  Dental 
Treatment  for  school  children. 

1  am  indebted  to  Mr.  1’.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derbyshire 
Farm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley,  for  making  available  the 
full  meteorological  information  for  1959. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  Long  Eaton 
Physiotherapy  Centre  for  their  Annual  Report  concerning  the  work 
of  the  centre. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  centre  still  continues  at  the  clinic 
on  Derby  Road  and  includes  provision  of  physiotherapy,  massage, 
U.Y.L.  infra  red  and  radiant  heat  therapy,  chiropody  and  the  loan  of 
medical  equipment.  Appropriate  treatment  is  given  to  patients  referred 
by  their  family  doctor  at  a  nominal  charge. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appre¬ 
ciation  to  Dr.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their 
assistance  throughout  the  year,  to  Mr.  Walton,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  all  members  of  the  health  department  for  their  loyal 
and  efficient  co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure. 
To  Mr.  Stanley,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Turner,  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  Mr.  Fleming,  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Davison,  Librarian, 
for  their  unfailing  help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the  Council, 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  given  me.

Whooping  Cough.  Sixty  one  eases  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified  during  the  year  and  one  case  was  admitted  to  hospital.  This 
disease  causes  debilitation  in  children  and  leaves  them  susceptible 
to  other  infections  that  may  be  prevalent  in  the  area.  The  damage  it 
does  to  the  lungs  combined  with  the  debilitation  are  reasons  why  all 
parents  should  have  their  children  immunised  against  this  disease. 
The  immunisation  clinic  is  held  at  1,  Cramner  Street,  Long  Eaton, 
every  first  and  third  Thursday  during  the  month.  Injections  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  combined  are  available  to  Long 
Eaton  children  and  should  be  carried  out  at  the  age  of  5-6  months. 
There  is  also  the  necessity  of  a  “  booster  ”  dose  just  prior  to  the 
child’s  entrance  to  a  primary  school. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  General  practitioners  of  the  town  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  important  work.

Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year 
this  being  the  twelth  year  in  succession,  and  no  death  has  occurred 
from  this  disease  for  sixteen  years. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified 
during  the  year,  compared  with  one  case  of  paralytic  and  one  case 
of  non-paralytic  during  1958. 

Dysentery.  'Two  cases  (one  female  and  one  male)  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Acute  Pneumonia.  Sixteen  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were 
notified,  ten  of  the  cases  occurring  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March.  ’The  disease  attacked  both  the  young  and 
those  in  adult  life.

Long  Eaton  is  fortunate  in  having  a  Chest  Clinic  of  its  own  and 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  H.  Morrow  Brown)  attends  every 
Tuesday.  One  looks  forward  to  the  day  when  Long  Platon  and  district 
will  have  its  own  x-ray  facilities. 


There  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 


Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live. 


During  the  vear  no  cases  of  Paratyphoid,  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 
Meningococcal  Infection  and  Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 
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LONG  EATON  PUBLIC  BATHS 

I  am  indehtcd  to  Mr.  Francis  I'urner,  M.  I  .Mini.  I..,  A.  AI .  1  .  P.  I 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for  the  following  information: 

The  Public  Baths,  at  Grange  Park,  Station  Road,  were  opened 
in  July,  1935  and  comprised  an  open  air  Swimming  Pool  (open  each 
summer  from  the  middle  ol  May  until  the  beginning  of  September) 
and  twelve  Slipper  Baths  (open  on  Saturdays  throughout  the  year). 
The  Buildings  provided  are 

(1)  A  main  block,  with  entrance  hall,  ticket  office,  two  waiting  rooms, 
six  slipper  baths  and  one  water-closet  for  each  sex,  two  small 
store-rooms  and  a  basement  boiler  house. 

(2)  The  west  block  includes  the  filtration  plant  house,  women’s 
dressing  room  with  40  cubicles,  steel  lockers,  shower  and  loot- 
sprays,  two  water-closets,  also  children’s  dressing  room  with  one 
water  closet. 

(3)  The  east  block  includes  men’s  dressing  room  with  20  cubicles, 
steel  lockers,  hanger  system  clothes  store,  shower  and  footsprays, 
one  water  closet  and  three  urinals,  and  children’s  water  closet. 

(4)  The  south  block  comprises  a  small  cafe  and  shelter. 

The  Pool  is  152  feet  long  by  51  feet  wide,  varying  in  depth  from  3.  ft 
to  8  ft.  6  ins.,  with  a  capacity  of  249,000  gallons  and  fitted  with 
three  fixed  diving  boards,  one  spring  board  and  two  chutes. 
The  water  is  filtered  through  four  Bell’s  Pressure  Filters  on  a 
six  hour  turnover,  with  breakpoint  chlorination  (fitted  in  1952) 
by  Paterson  &  Co.  An  O.S.P.A.  bath  cleaning  machine  has  been 
purchased  this  year  (1960). 

The  Staff  employed  is  one  superintendent,  two  whole  time  and  two 
part  time  female  attendants  and  three  part  time  male  attendants.

LONG  EATON  PHYSIOTHERAPY  CENTRE 

ANNUAL  REPORT 
November,  1958  to  October,  1959 

The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report 
and  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  October,  1959,  and  advising 
you  that  the  Annual  General  Meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Physiotherapy 
Centre,  20,  Derby  Road,  Long  Platon  on  Wednesday,  2nd  March, 
1960,  at  7.30  p.m. 

They  would  like  to  report  that  the  total  number  of  treatments 
given  during  the  year  at  the  Centre  were  Physiotherapy  8,625  ; 
Chiropody  1,139  as  against  8,239  and  1,085  the  previous  year,  an 
increase  of  440  treatments.  In  addition  many  aged,  sick  and  invalids 
were  provided  w'ith  the  loan  of  Medical  Appliances,  Invalid  Chairs 
etc.  These  figures  once  again  are  conclusive  evidence  of  the  valuable 
service  which  is  being  rendered  to  the  inhabitants  of  Long  Eaton 
and  district  by  the  Physiotherapy  Centre  and  prove  without  doubt 
that  there  is  still  a  great  need  in  the  town  for  the  services  of  the  Centre. 

We  are  also  honoured  to  have  the  services  of  Mr.  Guy  Pulvertaft 
and  Mr.  Alan  S.  Malkin  as  Honourary  Consultant  Advisors  to  the 
Centre,  and  also  to  have  the  Medical  Officer  For  Health,  Dr.  C.  G. 
Woolgrove  as  an  enthusiastic  member  of  our  Executive  Committee. 

Unfortunately  our  Financial  side  is  not  so  bright,  we  again  show 
an  excess  of  Expenditure  over  Income,  which  may  be  exceeded  in 
1960  unless  more  voluntary  financial  support  is  forthcoming. 

With  ever  rising  costs,  over  head  expenses,  increments  of  salaries, 
Insurance  etc.,  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  our  treat¬ 
ments  at  the  present  financial  level,  the  charge  of  which  to  the  General 
Public  has  in  fact  never  been  increased  since  1946,  and  the  Committee 
therefore  do  take  this  opportunity  of  appealing  to  all  those  who  have 
the  work  of  the  Physiotherapy  Centre  at  heart  to  help  further  this 
great  cause  in  the  town,  by  assisting  us  financially  with  Special  efforts, 
donations  or  subscriptions. 

The  Committee  have  again  to  acknowledge  and  express  their 
most  grateful  thanks  for  the  valuable  support  given  from  various 
sources.  It  is  only  by  the  generous  contributions  made  by  the  Long 
Eaton  Urban  District  Council,  Ilkeston  Petty  Sessional  Division  re 
Sunday  Entertainments,  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Society,  Phe 
Inner  Wheel  Club  of  Long  Eaton,  local  Firms  and  other  various 
voluntary  organisations  in  the  town  that  we  have  still  been  able  to 
offer  all  our  services  and  facilities  at  a  nominal  charge,  and  so  make 
them  available  to  even  those  of  limited  means. 
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Finally  the  Committee  would  place  on  record  their  sincere  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  excellent  work  done  at  the  Centre  during  the  year  past 
by  Miss  H  Saxton,  the  Physiotherapist  in  Charge;  Mr.  C.  Ward,  the 
Chiropodist  and  their  efficient  staff,  who  by  the  quality  of  Service 
they  have  given,  help  so  much  to  keep  up  the  very  high  reputation 
the  Centre  has  alvvavs  maintained  in  the  town.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  MARCH,  1960 

Meetings  :  The  full  Committee  met  on  nine  occasions,  and 
there  were  four  meetings  of  the  Sub-Committee.  The  average  atten¬ 
dance  at  Committee  meetings  was  21  from  40  members.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  were  represented  at  meetings  of  the  North  Midland  Accident 
Prevention  Federation  and  at  meetings  of  the  Junior  Accident  Pre¬ 
vention  Council.  Delegates  attended  the  National  Safety  Congress 
held  in  London  in  October,  1959. 

Accident  Statistics  :  During  the  year  the  number  of  mechanically 
propelled  vehicles  increased  to  8|  million  and  the  accident  rate  went 
up  accordingly.  There  were  261,216  road  accidents  in  the  country, 
in  which  6250  persons  were  killed  and  326,933  injured.  The  number 
of  children  killed,  however,  was  reduced  from  717  in  1959  to  680. 

Local  road  accidents  for  1959  showed  a  reduction,  there  being 
137  accidents,  only  one  of  which  was  fatal,  and  20  of  which  involved 
dogs.  The  previous  year  there  were  204  accidents,  3  of  which  were 
fatal  and  29  involved  dogs. 

Campaigns  :  During  the  year,  three  campaigns  were  held  : 

Be  a  better  driver  ”,  “  Christmas  Road  Safety  ”  and  “  Check 
Yourself — Check  your  Vehicle  ”.  Posters,  Leaflets,  and  propaganda 
material  were  supplied  to  shops,  offices,  schools,  libraries,  garages, 
displayed  on  hoardings,  and  publicity  given  through  the  press. 

Dog  Training  :  Road  safety  training  classes  for  dogs  and  dog 
owners  were  continued  during  the  year.  41  persons  enrolled  for  the 
two  courses  but  some  did  not  complete  a  full  course.  13  certificates 
were  awarded.  A  competition  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  sessions 
and  a  cup  awarded  to  the  owner  of  the  most  obedient  dog,  (adults) 
and  a  cup  for  juniors.  Once  again  the  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to 
Councillor  W.  Wiser  for  training  and  to  the  Parks  Committee  for 
facilities  afforded. 
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Cycling  Proficiency  Tests  :  Two  cycling  proficiency  tests  for 
school  children  were  held  during  the  year,  when  only  X  out  of  34 
entrants  were  successful  in  gaining  badges  and  certificates. 

Cycle  Training  :  It  was  decided  during  the  year  to  endeavour 
to  train  children  to  become  proficient  cyclists.  Twelve  volunteers 
were  appointed  as  instructors,  and  training  is  being  given  on  Saturday 
afternoons  at  the  Grange  School  playground,  bv  kind  permission 
ot  'he  Headmaster  and  School  Managers.  The  Committee  are  in¬ 
debted  to  the  voluntary  instructors  for  the  time  given  to  training 

Cycle  Reliability  Trial  :  A  cycle  reliability  trial  for  school 
children  was  held  in  October  and  attracted  74  entries.  Silver  cups 
were  awarded  to  the  boy  and  girl  obtaining  the  highest  number  of 
points,  and  pennants  and  certificates  to  the  runners  up. 

Harold  Wells  Challenge  Trophy  :  T  his  Cup  was  won  for 
the  first  time  by  Parklands  Boys  School  in  obtaining  the  most 
pom's  in  a  series  ot  road  safety  events  organised  bv  the  Committee. 

The  Cup  was  presented  to  the  school  bv  Mr.  Wells  on  21st 
March.  The  schools  are  now  participating  in  the  competition  for  1960. 

Olive  Scraton  Challenge  Trophy  :  During  the  year,  Mr.  W. 
I..  Scraton  presented  a  Cup  for  competition  among  junior  schools 
on  similar  lines  to  the  Wells  Cup  for  senior  schools,  and  it  is  hoped 
this  will  be  awarded  to  a  junior  school  in  December. 

County  Road  Safety  Quiz :  A  local  team  was  selected,  and 
received  intensive  training,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
are  in  the  third  round. 

Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council  :  The  J.A.P.C.  have 
continued  to  meet  regularly  each  month,  and  representatives  of  the 
Junior  Council  attend  the  Road  Safety  Committee  meetings.  Film 
shows,  film  strips,  road  sign  recognition  tests,  and  talks  on  road  safety 
have  been  given  to  the  juniors  and  they  have  assisted  the  Road  Safety 
Committee  in  various  campaigns  by  delivering  propaganda  material. 

Safe  Driving  Awards  :  Several  local  firms  entered  their  drivers 
for  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Accidents,  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made 
to  the  drivers  employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.,  Long  Eaton 
Co-operative  Society  Ltd,  Barton  Transport  Ltd,  Leisure  Kitchen 
Equipment  Ltd,  British  Railways,  and  G.P.O.  drivers. 

Publicity  :  Much  useful  publicity  has  been  given  by  the  local 
press  to  the  w'ork  of  the  Committee,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  Long 
Eaton  Advertiser,  the  Nottingham  Guardian  Journal,  Derby  Evening 
Telegraph,  and  the  Nottingham  evening  papers  for  recording  the 
various  activities  undertaken  by  the  Committee.  We  are  also  grateful 
to  firms,  shops,  public  offices,  and  the  public  library  for  display  of 
propaganda  material,  and  to  Mr.  Wells  tor  the  use  ot  his  advertise¬ 
ment  hoarding. 

Highway  Code  :  The  new  Highway  Code  was  issued  during 
the  year,  and  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  attended  a  launching 
ceremony  at  the  Council  House,  Nottingham.  6,000  extracts  tor 
pedestrians  were  distributed  to  schools  in  Long  Eaton  and  to  old 
age  pensioners. 


Committee  Diplomas  :  Seventeen  diplomas  were  awarded  lo 
school  ehildren  in  connection  with  the  cycle  reliahililv  trial,  cycling 
proficiency,  and  J.A.P.C.  activities.  Since  1952.  I  all  diplomas  hav  e 
been  awarded  to  voting  persons  for  road  safety  activities. 

Expenditure:  1'otal  expenditure  lor  the  year  was  £  1 95  against 
an  estimate  of  £225.  Income  reduced  the  actual  expenditure  to  £190. 

Conclusion:  In  concluding  this  report,  sincere  tribute  is  paid 
to  all  who  have  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Committee.  It  is  an  uphill 
task,  but  there  are  signs  that  the  public  are  now  treating  road  safetv 
seriously,  and  this  awareness  will  be  of  great  help  to  the  Committee 
in  its  efforts  to  reduce  the  number  of  road  accidents.

Water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  in  all 
parts  of  the  Urban  District.  The  continued  increase  in  consumption 
has  necessitated  an  increased  use  of  the  Stanton  supply.  Drought 
conditions  necessitated  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of  hose  pipes  and 
washing  of  motor  vehicles,  and  consumption  was  drastically  reduced 
voluntarily  on  appeal  to  the  public.  Waste  of  water  was  eliminated, 
and  no  action  was  necessary  to  curtail  essential  minimum  supplies. 
The  value  of  the  Stanton  supply  was  again  emphasised  during  the 
period  of  restriction  on  the  Derwent  Board  supply. 

Water  is  tested  at  Stanton-by-Bridge  daily  (Chlorinated  test)  ; 
monthly  chlorination  tests  at  Castle  Donington  Reservoirs  and  Sawley  ; 
monthly  bacteriological  tests  by  Derbyshire  County  Analyst  on  water 
from  Stanton-by-Bridge  Waterworks,  and  two  Castle  Donington  and 
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two  Risley  reservoirs  ;  two  monthly  bacteriological  tests  on  water  from 
six  services  in  Long  Eaton  and  Sawley.  No  chemical  analyses  of  wate 
were  taken. 

Stanton-by-Bridge  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  ;  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board’s  water  is  dealt  with  at  source. 

C  hlorination  Plant  (breakpoint)  is  installed  at  Stanton-by-Bridge 
as  the  untreated  water  is  at  times  of  doubtful  quality.  There  has  been 
no  contamination  of  treated  water. 

All  houses  in  the  district,  except  three,  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  houses  ;  very  few  standpipe  supplies. 

Schemes  have  been  restricted  to  mains  extensions  necessary  for 
new  housing  development.

WEATHER  AT  DERBYSHIRE  FARM  INSTITUTE 
BROOMFIELD  HALL,  MORLEY,  DERBY,  DURING  1959 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  P.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derbyshire 
Farm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley,  for  making  available  the 
weather  details  for  1959  with  some  comparisons  for  1958. 

I  think  the  figures  for  last  year  hardly  need  any  comment.  I 
could  say  that  two  or  three  years  ago  I  said  that  there  was  no  pattern 
in  the  weather  ;  the  last  two  years  amply  demonstrate  this.  After  one 
of  the  wettest  summers  for  some  years,  we  had  the  driest  year  for  a 
very  long  time. 

The  most  striking  thing,  apart  from  the  very  low  rainfall  in  1959, 
is  the  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  hours  of  sunshine  ;  which 
indeed  is  very  nearly  half  as  much  again  as  in  the  previous  two  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1959 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  as 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Housing.  During  the  year  1959,  114  dwellings  were  let  as 
follows  :  27  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately 
four  years,  four  to  Tuberculosis  cases,  4  to  Emergency  Cases,  6  to 
tenants  with  families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed 
houses,  55  for  rehousing  tenants  of  condemned  property  and  18 
bungalows  to  old  age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  153  housing  applications  and  94  ap¬ 
plications  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 

Slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected,  and  cases  of  con¬ 
genital  tuberculosis  in  calves  are  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

During  the  year  the  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Society  com¬ 
menced  building  a  new  slaughterhouse  which  when  completed  should 
facilitate  the  slaughtering  in  the  area. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  The  following  information 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  publication 
relating  to  costs  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1958,  gives  a  com-

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 


Mr.  K.  \\ .  Sutton,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : — 


92  samples,  including  23  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act 
in  the  area  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  during  the 
year  1959. 

The  Milk  samples  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Some  irregularities  were  disclosed  in  the  examination  of  the 
samples  other  than  milk  but  these  were  not  classed  as  sufficiently 
serious  to  justify  proceedings.  One  sample  of  Blackcurrant  Jam  was 
found  to  be  deficient  in  fruit  content  :  a  formal  sample  of  the  same 
brand  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  A  sample  sold  as  Pure  Lemon 
Juice  was  thought  to  be  of  doubtful  quality  but  on  investigation  with 
the  packers  there  was  evidence  that  a  particular  processing  operation, 
used  in  order  to  obtain  a  bright  clear  product,  may  have  been  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  abnormal  analytical  results. 


Four  samples  sold  as  “  Milk  Bread  ”  were  reported  against. 
The  question  as  to  an  official  standard  for  the  milk  solids  content  of 
milk  bread  is  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 


A  sample  of  Lard  was  submitted  by  your  Authority  following 
a  consumer  complaint  that  the  Lard  she  had  bought  was  not  genuine 
Lard.  Analysis  showed  a  normal  composition  and  no  evidence  of 
adulteration.
